U.S. attacks 
impact the world 

Terrorist attacks happen all the time in the world, but 
nothing has been as devastating as what happened in 
the United States last week. 

On Sept, 1 1 four planes crashed in the U.S. talcing 
out the twin lowers of the World Trade Centre, dam- 
aging the Pentagon and leaving a path of destruction. 

Students and staff at Conestoga College gathered in 
the Sanctuary and in the television studio to watch the 
breaking news on network TV, You could feel the ten- 
sion in the air and all eyes were glued to the big screen 
watching the drama unfold like a Hollywood movie. 
But sadly it was not a movie: this was real-life drama. 

Some classes were cancelled or let out early, while in 
others teachers spent class lime talking about the 
largest act of terrorism not only in the history of the 
United States but the entire world. Everywhere you 
looked faces showed great shock, but no one seemed 
to really believe that it was happening. 

Why has this incident had such a huge impact on 
everyone? It is because it hits so close to home. The 
horror of (his catastrophe happened right in our back- 

With wars and attacks constantly going on in the 
Middle East, and the hatred those groups feel toward 
the U.S., we knew there was a possibility of this hap- 
pening at some point. However most of us never 
thought that it would happen so close to home. There 
were Canadians who died in the attack, and many have 
family and friends in the affected areas. 

We assume that living in Canada means we are safe 
from terrorism. Nothing of this nature has ever hap- 
pened in Canada so we live with a false sense of secu- 
rity. For a lot of people this incident has forced them 
to realize that this can happen anywhere. If the U.S., 
one of the richest and most powerful countries in the 
world, was attacked on such a large scale, then it 
could happen to anyone. 

In Canada we felt some of the effects of this situa- 
tion. International planes were diverted to Canadian 
airports in major cities including Vancouver, Calgary 
and New Brunswick. Some Canadian hospitals can- 
celled elective surgeries in case they were asked to 
take in victims of the U.S. catastrophe. Even the CN 
Tower was closed for safety reasons. 

Other terrorist attacks like the Oklahoma City bomb- 
ing or the Columbine school shooting did not have this 
kind of effect on Canadians. People are taking this 
attack more seriously and Canadians are feeling more 
fear than ever before. 

The range of emotions expressed by students and 
staff was phenomenal. Immense interest, combined 
with a shedding of tears and pure disgust filled the 
halls of the college. People everywhere were talking 
' the destruction and the huge number of lives 


e lost. 


This event will be remembered by students, staff' and 
people all over the world for the rest of their lives. And
